OUR WASHINGTON CORRES- 
PUNDENCE, 


The Comment on Kerr’s Commit- 
tees—What Democratic Policy 
will do—Randall avd His Com- 
mittee—Other Committees, &c. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 28, 1875. 

In the vehement discussion, tinged 
with the fervor of wounded self-love, 
and sharp disappointment of personal 
hope, that followed the announce~ 
mentof Mr. Kerr’s committees, the 
prevalent comment was not flatters 
ing to the Speaker’s discrimination. 
nor auspicious of the success of his 
administration. But as discussion 
has become more sober and dispas - 
sionate, the outlook is better for har- 
mony, and the country have assu- 
rance of an able and honest policy 
on the part of the Democratic House 
of Representatives, 
WHAT DEMOCRATIC POLICY WILL EB": 

There are certain salient features in 
the House organization that must be 
remembered in forecasting the policy 
which will be vigorously inaugurated 
atter the holidays, and pressed, let us 
hope, to the successful consumma- 
tion of helping the couutry aud giv- 
ing the Demoeraey increased eapital 
for the doubtful straggle of next au- 
tumn. We see first an almost dis- 
tinetively Western House organiza- 
tion in the officers elected by the 
House, and we see in the committee 
appointments made by a strict-con- 
struction, hardsmoney, and free- 
trade, Western Democrat, an over- 
whelming preponderance of the West 
and South embedied in the leading 
Demverats of those sections to whom 
the posts of honor have been aecord- 
ed. These jieading Southern and 
Western Democrats holdiog views on 
cardinal political questions in har- 
mony with those of the speaker.— 
These facts are rightly interpreted to 
promise for the Democracy : 


Ist. The speediest possible return 
to a hard-money financial basis; 2nd, 
a revenue tariff; Srd, economy in 
public expenditures. Perhaps it 
would be reasonable to go farther 
and claimon a fourth feature of prob- 
able Congressional policy aid to the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, And this 
latter proposition fiids no contradie- 
tion in the overwhelming aftirmae 
tive vole Holmnan’s resolution 
condemnatory of subsidies. 

RANDALE AND HIS COMMITTEE.

As chairman of the 
committee on Appropriations, he will 
have the honor of introducing meas- 
ures that will reduce the expense of

EARTHQUAKE. 

The unusual phenomenon of Wed- 
nesday night, perceived bere, but 
inaking its most sensible demonstra- 
tion at Richmond, has excited its 
natural comment, and people begin 
to inquire as to the probability of a 
recurrence of the terrible visitor, 
and speculate apon the dangers that 
may overwhelm them at any moment. 

{t secms to be a well established 
fact based upon scientific observa- 
Jon, with some theories apparently 
well founded, upon the thickness of 
the earth’s crust, that while the 
Atlantic slope may sympathise in 
the convulsive throes of the earth 
at a distant point, there can be no 
apprehension of shocks so great as 
to endanger life or injury property. 
There is no record within the range 
of authentie history to show that 
any such has occurred east of the 
Alieghanies since the great upheavy- 
als which gave those mountains ex- 
istence. True, the country has been 
well shaken at times. Some here 
may remember the shock in the 
Spring of 1853 which occurred about 
mid-day, and rocked houses and 
rattled crockery alarmingly. 

But it is not probable that in the 
present condition of the earth, shocks 
more severe or more dangerous will 
be felt. The only region of the 
United States, east of the Rocky 
Mountains, which has ever been 
subject to really disastrous convul- 
sions, was that section of the Missis- 
sippi Valley lyiog south of St. Lonis, 
and extending nearly as far down 
as Natchez, but felt most sensibly on 
the western side of the river. In 
1611, for many months, that whole 
country was subject to daily and 
nightly shocks. There was searcely 
an hour that the earth was not in 
violent tremor. The towns of New 
Madrid and St. Genevieve were al- 
most destroyed aud the inhabitants 
abandoned them. Large tracts of 
land sunk beneath the surface and 
gave place to lakes which exist to 
this day.

AN INCIDENT OF THE WAR. 


Remarkable Duel Between the Come 
wanders ofa Federal anda Rebel 
Scout. 

A corresponcent of the Chigago 
Tribune sends it the following inter- 
esting communication: 

On the Izth day of June, 1863, I 
witnessed a duel between a Captain 
Jones, commanding a Federal scout, 
and Captain Fry, commanding a 
Rebel scout in Greene county, Fast 
‘Tennessee. These two men had been 
fighting each other for six months, 
with the fortunes of battle in the fa- 
vor of one and then the other. Their 
commands were camped on either 
side of Lick creek, a large and slug- 
gish stream, too deep to ford and too 
shallow for a ferry boat; but there a 
bridge spanned the stream for the 
convenience of the travelling public. 
Each of them guarded this bridge, 
that communication should go 
neither north or south asthe railroad 
track,had been broken up months 
before. After fighting each other 
for several months and contesting 
the pointas to which should hold 
the bridge, they agreed to fighta 
duel, the conqueror to hold the 
bridge uudisputed for the time be- 
Jones vave the challenge, and 


ing. 
fry aceepted. The terms were 
that they should fight with navy 


pisvols at twenty vards apert, deliber- 
ately walking towards each other, 
aud firing until the last chamber of 
their pistols was discharged, uuless 


one or the other fell before all the 
discharges weremade. They chose 
their seconds, and agreed upoua 
rebel surgeou (ashe was the only 


one in either command) to attend 
them in case of danger, 

Jones was certainly a tine-looking 
fellow, with light bar and blue eyes, 
five feet ten inchesin height, looking

We published yesterday from the 
Wilmington Journal a brief account 
of the recent killing of a man named 
Amos Taylor by three disguised men, 
in the presence of his family. The 
following particulars of the affair and 
its resuits, from the Lumberton 
Robesovian, will be found of peealiar 
interest, as «a Minister’s character 


was involved in the affair: 

On Sunday morning last a report 
reached this place that Amos Taylor 
had on the previous night been mur- 
dered in a most ecuel and brutal 
manner. It seems that the deceased 
had been getting ton timber during 
the day, and reached home between 
sunsetand dark; his family consisted 
only of himselfand his wife. About 
dark whilst he was eating supper, 
three armed men with masked faces 
entered his humble cabin and after 
felling him to the floor, dragged him 
to the road a distance of about three 
hundred yards and beat him upmer- 
cifully with sticks and large switches 
hie wife being present, imploring 
them to spare his life. Instead. 
however, heeding her remonstrance-, 
the murderous trio deliberately fired 
a shot into the neck of their victiin, 
killing him instantly. On the follow- 
ing day, the Corner’s Inquest, (B. 
Godwin seting as special Coroner) 
was empanneiled overjthe dead body. 
Itseems that from the evidence of 
the wife of the deceased, who by the 
wav bas the appearance and the rep- 
utation of being idiotic, implieated 
three sons of the Rev. Furney Pre- 
vatt, to wit: Joseph Prevatt, Rev. I.

A Singular Accident—the Terrible 
Pxpics.on of a Gas Main ip Boston 
and Loss of Life, o 
The telegrams have briefly an- 

nouneed the explosion of a gas main 
in Boston on Wednesday evening. 
causing much loss of life. The fel- 
lowing additional parciculars will be 
found of interest: 

Shortly before 7 o’clock Wednes- 
day evening 2 terrible explosion oe- 
curred in South Boston, ty whieh a 
large number of persons were injure 
ed and several killed. As yet it is 
impossible to learn the cause of the 
explosion or the extent of the dam- 
ave. The large vas main ruuaing 
under the Federal street bridge to 
South Boston, aud thence along the 
water’s edge under the pavement on 
Iederal street. exploded a Joud 
report, tearipg up the pavement for 
a distance of 150 feet or more. 

The street was thronged with peo- 
ple at the time, and many were bu- 
ried among the debris. Crosthy’s 
grain Warehouse was badly sj}: tered, 
aud will have to be taken dowu. The 
foreman was instantly killed. I[t js 
supposed that several person« were 
b'own into the water. Severa! dead 
bodies have already been taken out. 
‘The wildest rumors prevail. 

Several persons were killed out- 
right, and six or eight known to have 
been in the vieinity of the explosion 
are missing, and are supposed to have 
been blown into the water and 
drowned. Parties are now engayed 
with grappling irons dredging tie 
river for the bodies. As vet there is 
no positive Knowledge of the cause 
of the explosion, but it is supposed 
that the reeent cold weather cxnsed 
the pipe to burst, aud the vround be- 
coining impregnated with gas, iguit- 
ed from some cause and caused the 
explosion The scene of the explosion 
is thronged with nundreds of anxious 
and curious people. The main pipe is 
about five inches in diameter and 
passes under federal street bridge, 
and along the causeway leading from 
ii up Dorchester the continus 
ation in South Boston of Federal st. 
‘This causeway is Co1posed of three 
‘eel or more of dirt and gravel, with 
tie pavement resting on a foundation 
of piling, and on either side tor seven- 
teen feet or more is the river. 

icye witnesses state that the first 
intiination was a bright flash about 
midway on the Causeway, followed 
by asharp explosion, paving stones, 
gravel and debris flying in all direes 
tions, and almost immediately there- 
after the causeway on the right hand
